To be Paid on Wheat 


Trade Minister Howe announced 
last week end at Ottawa that the 
initial price of Western wheat de- 
livered to the wheat board since 
August 1, 1945, has been raised 
from $1.55 to $1.75 a bushel, 

He said cheques to cover the ex- 
tra 20 cents a bushel, representing 
an over-all total of $214,000,000, will 
vo out at the rate of 40,000 a day 
starting March 31 and will give first 
preference to areas Which have had 
poor crops in the last two years, 

The decision of the government 
would mean that for the five years 
ending in mid-1950 the Western 
producers would get at least $1.75 
a bushel for No. 1 Northern wheat, 
basis Fort William, Port Arthur and 
Vancouver. 

The original price lald down by 
the Wheat Board was $1.35, The 


first 20-cent raise Was announced 
ten months ago, meaning: an extra 
$155,000 for the farmers, 

The second increase in price was 
attributed largely to the $2-a-bushel 
price obtained for the last two years 
of the four-year) Anglo-Canadian 
wheat contract, 

The guarantee would terminate 
July 31, 1950, The Wheat Board wilt 
have received more than 1,000,000, 
000 bushels up to March 81 of this

Many tarmers throughout the dis 

ct in the last ftay years have ta 
ken advantage of the forage cro} 
eed distribution policy of the Al 
erta Department of Agriculture 
Which makes it possible for farme 
'o obtain grass and legume seeds 
it cost. Many farmers have found 
that portions of their farm such as 
those containing poorer soil or light 
Knolls have been handled to ad 
Vantage by seeding down to forage 
crops. Others, too, have found that 
sowing a portion of their farms to 
forage crops has made it possible 
for them to enter into a rotation ol 
crops climinating to a large extent 
the necessity for summerfallow, 
thus controlling erosion by wind 
and water, helping to control weeds 
and returning fertility to the soil 
by the use of these torage crops.

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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 
For the past two years or more there has been a 
general agitation both east and west of Didsbury te 


have rural electrification established, and while orga- | 


nizations have been formed there does not appear to be 
any definite advancement towards actual starting of 
the projects. The hitch in the scheme seems to be that 
a few farm owners are holding back and have not come 
forward openly to support the plan and clinch the pro- 
ject with their signatures. 

While this is a personal problem for each indivi- 
dual farmer, it is also the interest of everyone who is in 
favor of the plan, and since it takes a given number of 
power users to make the installation of the electric pow- 
er lines an economical venture it would appear that a 
fe »w are holding up the majority, and this delay can 

asily mean that the Calgary Power Company will wait 
iui so long and then abandon the Didsbury projects in 
favor of pressing installations. Should this happen, 
there is no doubt that many years will elapse before the | 
local projects would again be considered. 

The signatures of about a half dozen farmers on 
the east project will give farmers in this area a work- 
able plan with moderate payment, but the west project 
requires a few more. With the installation of both the 
east and west rural electrification lines at the same

time considerable capital outlay can be saved, and it) 


is the urgent request of appointed officials of the two| 
power companies that those who want rural electrifi 


cation, and those who have hesitated to sign the con-| 
tracts, to immediately make up their minds and give | 


their decisions without further delay 

Rural electrification is one of the greatest aids to 
the farm, to the farmer's wife, and to the district as a’ 
whole. As an investment it is equal to anything the 
farmer can enter into. Land values under rural electri- 
fication alone will be enhanced 
than offset the original cost, and when 
comforts of life, modern light and power facilities can- 
not be equalled—unless water and sewerage can be 
considered an equal. 

The future of Didsbury and the Didsbury district is 
closely linked with modern conveniences. Young farm- 
ers and their wives are not going to stay on farms un- 
less they can have some of the comforts of life and some 
of the drudgery taken out of farm work. The same ap- 
plies to residents of the town. Modern civilization is
